Message Brings Reply From 
North Sea. 


Baltimore, Md.—This is the tale of - 


a bottle, a seagoing wine bottle, fa- 
vored by an ocean’s vagaries and 
wafted by hetping~ breezes from the 
Grand Bunks to the sandy shores of.

“Good-by, Germany—we're going to 
America,” he wrote on a piece of pa- 
per in German, and followed it witb 
his name and the addfess at which he 
expected to live in the new country. 

The postal, postmarked Osterhever, 
Schleswig-Holstein, and addressed to 
the “Familie Zahn,” caused consider- 
able excitement in the 700 block North 
Duncan street, It was signed by Jakob 
Pauls, the lighthouse keeper, and 
read; 

“Dear F, Zahn: The bottle post was 
found by my son on tke sixth of July 
on the sands of Westerhever. Kindly 
answer if you get this card. With 
best German wishes,” 


Two Mountain Climbers 
Die in Alpine Tragedy 

Vieuna.—Two young Alpinists died 
and a third was rescued with frozen 
feet after being marooned for three 
days and nigtits as the résuit of their 
attempt to scale the sheer sides of 
Dachstein, the talleste peak of its 
runge in the Austrian Alps. Four 
others in the party were unharmed. 

The seven young mountain -climbers 
had ascended about 8,000 of the 9,500 
feet to the summit when they encoun- 
tered a snowstorm. 

They took shelter on a ledge. One 
youth, named Sturm went mad. His 
companions roped him to the rock, but 
he freed himself and disappeared over 
the precipiee. 

A rescue party climbed above them 
and lowered a rope. One by one they 
were drawn up, but as the fifth was 
being hoisted the rope broke and he 
was hurled back down the mountain- 
side to his death. 

Before a new rope could be knotted 
together, night shut down, and the 
last member of fhe party was forced 
to remain over another night, 


Pendulum in France 
Proves Earth Rotates 


Bordéa‘1x, France.- Simple proof 
that- the- earth still rotates: has beer 
produced by making again the famous 
experiment of the- French -physicist, 
Foucault. 

A great pendulum, a fine ‘wire with 
a weight at the end, was suspended 
freely from the top of the stock ex- 
chanze cupola and made to swihg 
over a graph sheet. The pendulum 
continued to swing,in the same plane 
while the graph sheet showed that 
the earth, and naturally the building, 
turned under it. 

A pendulum 75 feet tong was used, 
each oscillation lasting four and One 
half seconds. , 

This was the method used by Fou- 
cault, who made his test in the Pan- 
theon at Paris.

Long Enshrouded in Mys- 


tery and Indian Fable. 


Winslow, _Ariz.—Mining operations 
are under way to explore and deter- 
wine the actnal content on the pint 
Barringer, meteor. of northern Atizona, 
greatest. known’ meteor on earth anu 
hitherto enshrouded in..mystery’ and 
Indian fable, 

The Barringer meteor, 22’ miles ffom 
Winslow, created a crater a mile 
across and approximately 1,000 feet 
deep when It crashed to earth thou- 
Sands of years ago. 

It displaced over 300,000,000 tons of 
rock in ihe impact. i 

The crater thus created has been 
the center of aclentifie and geological 
interest for 50 years, and for the last 
25. years various efforts have been 
Made to reach the great shooting star 
itself and determine its content. 

Named for Geologist. 

The work has been carried on prin- 
cipally by D, M. Barringer, Philadel- 
phia geologist, for whem the meteor 
was Daméd. 

Barringer finally located the main 
body 1,376 feet from the south rim of 
the crater. Tests showed it to be ap- 
proximately 4(0 feet in diameter and 
to-.contain 90. per cent nieteoric iron, 
7 per eent nickel, .2 ounces platinum 
and .1 ounces tridium per ‘ton. 

The main body is estimated to weigh 
100,000,000 tons gnd the metal con- 
tent to be worth approximately $50 
per ton. 

Age-old rumors that diamonds ex- 
isted in the ore were disproved by the 
tests, which showed only so-called mi- 
screpic diamond. points of no commer- 
cial value. 

Actual mining operations just start: 
ed are under the direction of Bar- 
ringer and Quincy A. Shaw of Boston 
of the Calumet & Hecla Mining com- 
pany. ‘The enterprise is being con’ 
ducted privately. 

Contracts for erecting power plant 
and hoist machinery and sinking a 
two-compartment shaft have been let, 
and initial construction work is under 
way. 

Thousands of dollars have been 
spent in past years in futile efforts to 
loeate the great star and Hs esti- 
mated wealth of $500,000,000 of met- 
als, The United States Mining, Smelt- 
ing and Refining company, one of the 
largest corporations of its kind in the 
United States, gave up the ‘attempt 
after spending over $100,000. 

Largest Ever Found. : 

Barringer, however, has stayed with 
the problem for over 25 years, and 
after expending his personal fortune 
finally located the great ore body with 
sufficient exactitude to bring to bis aid 
the funds and engineering assistance 
of Eastern mining capital. 

The attempt this time will proceed 
with more data and directness than 
any of its predecessors, 

The most valuable mineral found in 
the diamond drill tests is iridium 
worth $275 an ounce, 

The Barringer meteor is the largest 
of the only three Siderite meteors 
(containing ore) ever found on earth. 
The other two are the Cape York me- 
teor, weighing 37 tons, discovered by 
Admiral Reary and now in the New 
York Museum of Natural History, and 
the Bacubirito meteor found near Ba- 
cubirito, Mex. Neither of the other 
two Siderites contained platinum or 
iridium.

was to the ones that wanted to write 
for pictures. I have always feel like 
I had a gift for writelag short fic- 
tions but don’t know nothing about 
technies, length of stories and ete. 
and couldn’t dig up the price witch 
is demanded by the corresfondents 
schools for tuition and etc. It seems 
to me like you are well qualified to 
learn people the art of story write- 
ing even better than other kinds of 
writeing because I once read a story 
of yours in a magazine witch you 
must of been the editor’s brother in 
law but still and all it was printed 
and you probably got payed for same 
witch is more than’ you can say in 
regards to your efforts at photo plays.

In the first place the. average party 
has got a magazine editor all wrong 
witch they usually are. ‘They think 
he ‘is a man that will give every- 
bedy-a square-deal-where as-the most 
of them lets their personal feelings 
and tempermunt get the best of them. 


The best rule for a new beginner 
to follow is to Ist get a idear for a 
story and then forget the idear and go 
ahead and write the story out or dic 
tate it to somebody that has got a 
good hand writeing or better yet one 
of these new fangle machines called 
a typewriter that makes it look all 
most like print. 


Then put a good suggestive title 
on the story like for inst. “Clara's 
Calves” and then give it to yvur 
family to read, and if they say it 
reads good why it must be good, 
and the next question is how to get 
it before a magazine editor and get 
a square deal, 


But 1 of the biggest mistakes a 
new beginner makes is to send re- 
turn stamps along with their manu- 
script as most of the editors is air 
tight and the minute they see stamps 
that somebody else“has boughten why 
they can’t wait a minute till. they 
use them, and whist, back comes your 
manuscript. I remember once before 
I become a wise cracker that I sent 
a stamped self address envelope along 
with a good story I wrote and the 
old skin flint shot it back at me pro 
tem all because he couldn’t do nothing 
else with a addressed envelope with 
the stamps stuck to it and couldn't 
bear to see it wasted. Both my sisters 
read the story I speak of and said it 
was a pip, and I wished the old Shy- 
lock could of heard what they said 
about him for sending it back. 

- Well then the only way to get a 
square deal from a editor is to scrap 
up a acquaintance with somebody that 
is al] ready in the writeing game and 
the editor knows who he is and got 
réspects for him and then you have 
this bird write a letter for you to 
send along with the manuscript and 
have him say in the letter that your 
story is O. K. and the editor is a sap 
if he don’t accept because you have 
got a lot of friends that will stop 
‘their subscription if that story comes 
back, : 

So much for how to get a square 
deal after your story is wrote. As for 
the writeing itself a good many new 
beginners falls down because they 
try and wirte their story without the 
right atmosphere te work in.
